He says tomato varieties adapted 
to cool night temperatures are avail- 
able and at Smithfield they are being 
jmproved in a breeding program 
aimed at providing a wider choice for 
eastern Ontario.

Sullivan has always had what 
he :alls “a newspaperman’s eye” 
for the timeliness of a performer, 
and he often signs up do-nothing 
guests—especially athletes—for 
walk-on appearances solely be- 
eause they are in the news. But 
his best eye is that of a show- 
man. An enthusiastic if untutor- 
ed opera lover since his ‘youth, 
he found that grand opera would

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Trying To Save 
Red’s Right Arm 


The taxi was waiting at the 
rear exit of Boston’s Massachu- 
setts General Hospital one morn- 
img recently. Twelve-year-old 
Everett (Red) Knowles paused, 
turned, and waved his left arm 
at the small cluster of doctors in 
the doorway. Then, taking care 
not to bump his other arm, held 
in a cast in front of his body, he 
ducked into the cab and began 
the 4-mile trip to his home in 
Somerville. It had been three 
weeks to the day .since a fire- 
department ambulance had rush- 
ed the redheaded youngster to 
Massachusetts General's emer- 
gency entrance. Dazed with 
shock, the boy had been found 
clutching his right arm which 
had been torn completely off just 
below the shoulder in a train 
accident. Within six hours of his 
arrival, three waves of surgeons 
aided by dozens of physicians 
and technicians—had sewn the 
arm back, a piece of medical 
derring-do seldom tried and so 


far never successful. 


First, the doctors carefully 
rejoined the two major veins and 
single artery of the arm, watch- 
ing triumphantly as a pulse 
returned to the wrist and. the 
fingertips flushed pink with life. 
Then orthopedists drove a 9-inch 


_ gtainless-steel rod into each end 


of broken bone, firmly reattach- 
ing the arm. Plastic surgeons 
joined the four main muscle 
groups and, in another operation 
five days later, covered the raw 
wound at arm and shoulder with 
skin from Everett's thigh.

fio, when she came to England 
in 1950, she was the right ma- 
terial for Continental. 

“My 8 to $430 shift passes 
quickly, for apart from handling 
ealls I'm an official guide to the. 
10,000 visitors we get every 
year,” she says. 

“They come from all over the 
world to see how we work. We 
recently had a party from the 
Bell Telephone Company of 
America. They were impressed, 
and wheh they left handed me a 
gouvenir key-ring shaped like 
a telephone. We had some Rus- 
wians, too — their parting gifts 
were sputnik badges with a 
peace emblem.” 

Nan takes her telephone calls 
in one of three switchrooms 
alongside the other girls — all 
of them specially trained, many 
multi-lingual, their ages ranging 
from sixteen to forty.

They Supply Bibles 
By The Millions. 


What kind of devoted work 
has it taken to place 50,000,000 
Bibles and Testaments in hotels, 
motels, and other secular spots? 

The Gideons International, the 
organization which achieved 
this record distribution this 
year after more 
century of effort, can give the 
answer. 

It took only two Christian tra- 
veling salesmen to start the 
organization in 1898-99. 

John H. Nicholson, who shar- 
ed his room in the crowded 
Central Hotel at Boscobel, Wis., 
on a September night in 1898, 
and Samuel E. Hill, the benefi- 
ciary of his hospitality, launch 
ed the world-encircling organi- 
zation, simply by talking over 
with each other the possibility 
of establishing a fellowship for 
those businessmen who held si- 
milar religious convictions and 
a desire to serve. 

Joined by William J. Knights 
in a Janesville, Wis., hotel the 
next summer, they founded The 
Gideons. Object: “to win men 
and women for Jesus Christ.” 

It was not until a decade later 
that this group was led to focus 
its work on the distribution of 
the King James version of the 
Bible and the New Testament. 
They believed that by placing 
the book in’ public places it 
would come to the attention of 
persons who might not find 
their way into a church or who 
had drifted away from religion. 

Their first step was to place 
25 copies of the Bible in a Mon- 
tana hotel. From that time on 
the work grew. This spring, at 
a conference of the organiza- 
tion’s state presidents, Vernon 
Herndon, past president of the 
American Hotel Association, re- 
ceived a token volume repre- 
senting the 50,000,000th copy of 
the Scriptures placed by the Gi- 
deons. He received it from H. 
S. Armerding, Gideons’ presi- 
dent, writes Dorothea Kahn

noffs. Dozens of court la- 
dies adored him. “You think I 
am defiling you,” he told them, 
“but I am purifying you.” He 
also claimed to have mystic 
healing powers. 


Just how much “purification” 


and healing Rasputin accom- . 


plished is doubtful but his in- 
fluence was far-reaching, often 
terrifying. Frantically worried 
because her fifth-born, the 
Czarevich Alexis, had hemo- 
philia, Czarina Alexandra’ ap- 
pealed to Rasputin for help. He 
eomforted her and in time gain- 
ed the confidence of the czar, 
and the enmity of the court. 
Inevitably he was marked for 
assassination. The lure in the plot 
that finally did the Mad Monk 
in was Irina, the beautiful wife 
of young Prince Yusupov. Told 
that Irina would be present, 
Rasputin attended a midnight 
meal in a cellar chamber of the 
Prince’s palace. As 
graph upstairs played “Yankee 
Doodle,” Rasputin was poisoned. 
But he did not die immediately 
and exactly what happened aft- 
er that has often been confused 
in both history and legend. 
Last month, in private papers 
found ten years after the death 
eof a British guards officer a 
new account of Rasputin’s death 
ecene was made public in Edin- 
burgh’s The Scotsman. The offi- 
eer, Capt. T. Y. Benyon, had 
served with the White Russian 
Army and wrote that he had the 
story firsthand from Prince 
Alexioff, heretofore unknown 
among the Princes who were 
present with Yusupov. 
Previous accounts had Raspu- 
tin reeling from poison but re- 
ering enough to nearly choke 
usupov to death, then crawling 
wp a flight of stairs before more 
pistol shots ended his life. 
_ Captain Benyon's footnote to 
history set the same scene but 
detailed different action. Raspu- 
tin did drink poisoned coffee but 
#t only made him dizzy. Then 
ene of the princes tried to shoot 
him through the head—but the 
misfired. Alexioff then tried 
stab him but Rasputin was 
wearing a shirt of mail and the 
@agger was deflected.

Linus Pauling, Nobel Prize-win- 
ner, who marched along Penn- 
sylvania Avenue in. protest 
against United States nuclear 
testing and later partook of pre- 
sidential hospitality along with 
other Nobel] Prize-winners. .

House is oen of the freedoms 
which may be exercised at will, 
there are certain minor restric- 
tions, You may not sing even 
if you feel like it, or chant if 
you want to, You may not pray 
out loud, carry objectionable 
signs or block the ‘traffic. You 
must keep moving. 

A North Carolina minister 
who sought to register his pro- 
test against the- imprisonment 
of Mr. and Mrs. Morton Sobel, 
convicted atom spies, by pray- 
ing for them in front af- the 
White House “got locked up 
three times,” a member of the 
Metropolitan District Police re- 
calls. 

Probably the only milblion- 
sire’s wife ever to picket the 
White House was Mrs. Cyrus 
Eaton, She, along wit h»other 
members of Women’s Strike for 
Peace, vowed they would stay 
on the job until the President 
granted them an audience. He 
didn’t, and they finally quit 

But the President is not un- 
mindful of these patrols. When 
some 5,000 students from vari- 
ous parts of the country con- 
verged on Washington last Feb- 
ruary for a mess protest against 
resumption of nuclear testing, 
President Kennedy dispensed 
White House hospitality to the 
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arrive at Marseilles, 


France, from Secret Army Organization-terrorized Algeria.

This revolving traffic does not 
go unnoticed by young Caroline. 
Mrs. Kennedy told Dr. Pauling 
that Caroline asks whenever 
picketers appear: “What has 
daddy done now?” 

President Eisenhower had an 
opportunity to put a stop to 
this type of thing, but refused 
to do so. He vetoed a bill which 
would have banned picketing in 
front of the White House, claim- 
ing that in-his Opinion to do so 
would curtail the right to peti- 
tion. 

However, that right may be 
postponed, now and then — 
when the President is entertain- 
ing a foreign dignitary, such as 
an ambassador or head of state. 

On those occasions, the whole 
deal is off. Some 500 feet off, 
shat is. There is a strictly en- 
forced regulation forbidding 
picketing within that many feet 
of an embassy or any other 
place where 2 foreign VIP may 
be visiting. 

That includes the White House, 
and the Blair House across the 
street, when such a dignifary is 
in residence. At the rate foreign 
visitors are arriving, it is a good 
idea to check on who is in town, 
and where, before you attempt 
to picket, writes Josephine Rip- 
ley “in the Christian Science 
Monitor. 

Another thing, don’t take it 
for granted just because it is 
okay to picket in front of the 
White House, you can do any 
ring-around-the-rosy. Try swing- 
ing around to East Executive 
Avenue, on the side between the 
White House. and the Treesury 
and you will do the twist, back 
where you.came from. 

East Executive Avenue — al- 
though you cannot tell by look- 
ing at it — is not the same kind 
of a street that Pennsylvania 
Avenue is, under the supervi- 
sion of the city police. It is with- 
in the National Capital Parks 
System and under the park po- 
lice. They are rather sticky 
about picketing and this White 
House side street is off bounds, 
as some young demonstrators 
learned the other day. 

Members of a band of paci- 
fists who had arrived here to 
demonstrate for peace, they de- 
cided to assemble on East Exe- 
cutive Avenue and march to 
meet their comrades on the 
Washington Monument grounds, 
They got into double trouble. 
They were not only on property 
which is barred to parades, pub- 
lic gatherings, or demonstra- 
tions but showed up just when 
a foreign dignitary was visiting 
in the White House. 

Park policemen forbade them 
to walk down the street with 
their signs. 

Said one of the demonstrators: 
“I feel I have a right to walk 
down that street with a picket 
sign. It’s public property.” 

Said another: “I think it’s im- 
portant that we challenge this 
regulation.” 

So they did, and sat down on 
the sidewalk — until they were 
hustled off to court. 

They were found not guilty 
in a curious decision. The judge 
ruled that the demonstrators 
had wanted to move south down 
the street to rendezvous with 
other picketers, but had been 
prevented from doing 50. Park 
police, particularly those who 
prevented them from doing s0, 
are puzzled. 

Still, picketing the 
House is really very 
once you know the rules.

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Tough Problem For 
The Map Makers 


Every country that tackled a 
national mapping program ran 
into trouble, but none of them 
had as many problems to solve 
as Switzerland, an up and down 
country. And because she was 
able to solve her mapping prob- 
lems, Switzerland made a most 
important contmbution to the 
science of map making, by show- 
ing the world how to draw 
mountains and valleys on a map. 

An ordinary map of Switzer- 
land meant nothing to the peo- 
ple who lived there or anyone 
else. Distances from place to 
place could be figured. out in 
terms of latitude and longitude, 
the way the crow flies, but that 
is not the way people travel 
in Switzerland. Around every 
turn in the road they go up or 
they go down, Whether they are 
walking or riding they go up 
and down more than they go 
ahead. For this reason Switzer- 
ffnd, one of the most beautiful 
countries in the world, present- 
ed a challenge to artists, map 
makers and surveyors, and a 
problem that was hard to solve. 


The first man who tried to 
make a map of the country gave 
it up as a bad job. He filled his 
drawing with pretty pictures of 
castles, monasteries, churches 
and other prominent buildings. 
Then, in order to tell his readers 
something about the topogra- 
phy of the country, he drew 
Jong chains of lumps or mole- 
hills that were supposed to re- 
present’ hills and mountains. 
Other map makers tried to make 
a good map of the country, but 
most of them failed. 


A sensible and accurate map 
of Switzerland spelled trouble 
for surveyors as well as map 
makers. It meant inventing 
some way of showing artistically 
and clearly the high mountains 
and deep valleys that cover the 
entire country. Therefore, it is 
no wonder that it took so many 
years for Switzerland to pro- 
duce her first national map 

The first accurate map of 
Switzerland was begun in 1830, 
under the direction of General 
Dufour, and after twelve years 
of hard work the first sheet was 
printed and published. Thirty- 
four years later the whole map 
was finished. It was different 
from any map the world had 
ever seen. It was accurate, so 
far as latitudes and longitudes 
were concerned, but more than 
that it was artistic. 


Dufour and his men tried to 
show the country as it really 
was, with all its mountains and 
valleys. And he did it by shad- 
ing the colours he used, and 
with contour lines, wavy lines 
that told people whether they 
were looking at a mountain 15,- 
000 feet high or the flat land at 
the bottom of a valley. His map 
was as close as he could come 
to a photographic picture of the 
eountry, and it told the story. 
He showed other map makers 
how colour could be used to in- 
dicate whether the land was 
high or low, and how contour 
lines with numbers on .phem 
could. be used to tell just how 
high the mountain was. 

The completed map of Swit- 
zerland covered more than five 
hundred sheets. Looking at any 
one of these sheets, the reader 
has the feeling that he is look- 
ing down on the country from 
an airplane. — From “Map Mak-

Think Exams Are Hard! 


‘As the newsreel ground to 4 
elose in Parisian movie-theatres 
last month,.a picture of a shirt- 
sleeved French teen-ager, 
face buried in a trigonometry 
text. (shed on the screen. Sud- 
deni. the boy reached for a 
little white pill and the commen- 
fator’s voice ‘warned: “The use 
of drugs to keep awake while 
studying is foolish." The next 
acene showed the boy falling 
asleep during his exam. 

This brief (three-minute) doc- 
mentary may have baffled 
American tourists, but the point 
was not lost on Frenchmen: This 
is the time that tries the souls, 
minds, and bodies of French 
In classrooms all 
over France last month, young- 
‘gters are’ sitting down to what 
is probably the world’s toughest 
test for teen-agers, the “baccal- 
auréat.” 

Nicknamed “le bachot” by gen- 
erations of French students (al- 
though many of today’s young:

exam is a formidable cross be- 
tween the American college 
boards and the Spanish Inquisi- 
tion. Not only is the bachlot re- 
quired for entrance to French 
universities and civil service, it 
also insures priority considera- 
tion even for such jobs as_rail- 
way linesmen.

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There are almost as many 
recipes for hamburger patties as 
there are outdoor cooks, for each 
proud maker-of-charcoal-fires 
seems to have his own specialty, 
and he is proud of it. 


If you like to buy lean meat 
and have it ground (or you can 
grind it at home), boneless chuck 
or round steak or neck or flank 
may be used. Ground beef needs 


a little fat to give it just the 


right flavor, so be sure to add 
just a little suet, Keep ground 
beef loosely wrapped in the re- 
frigerator and use it within a 
couple of days (or wrap it and 
freeze it). Cook hamburgers 
slowly and turn carefully; don’t 
overcook. Add 1 teaspoon salt 
and a little pepper to each pound

1 pound coarsely ground

“Giant Of Science 


From earliest days imaginative 
people have wondered at the 
marvels of the earth as well as 
the heavens. The mystery of cre- 
ation inspired some of the finest 
passages in the Bible. The early 
Chinese. recorded details of 


earthquakes and discovered the 


lodestone or rock magnet: The 


. Greeks, by watching the shadow 


made on ‘the moon during an 


“eclipse. discovered that the 
earth was round and by simple 
observations deduced its ap- 
proximate size. In western Eu- 


rope in the Middle Ages minerals 
or peculiar stones began to be 
valued, especially whose 
suggested ‘some living

Towards the end of the eight. 
eentb century a modern scien- 
tific ‘approach to the study of 
rocks, minerals and fossils had 
emerged, and geology became a 
recognized science. Men began 
to use their eyes and to write 
down what they saw, trying to 
aceount for these things only in 
accordance with real experience, 
This is a commonplace of sci- 
ence today, but at that time it 


es 
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hours that Jack R. Yoder, his wife, Sharon, 
he same date Yoder in 1941, Mrs. Yoder 


was a stimulating release from 
accepted authority and uncon~- 
trolled speculation. The new cri- 
terion was what a man could 
actually see for himself in the 
rocks, minerals and fossils, 
rather than what earlier schol- 
ars had written about them. 


One of the early giants of this 
revolution was James Hutton, a 
Scottish farmer who in the 
course of his many travels no- 
ticed that ‘rocks appeared to be 
formed in layers, as though laid 
down one on top of the other 
over a long period. He inter- 
preted these layers correctly as 
ancient deposits of 
built up from material carried 
down by rivers, or broken off 
from the seashore by waves, 
These sedimentary rocks tell a 
story . . . Hutton found places 
where such bedded rocks, steep- 
ly inclined, were covered by 
other rocks sloping more gently 
in a different direction and rest- 
ing on the worn surface of the 
up-ended older rocks. 


This type of structure, now 
called an unconformity, Hutton 
intepreted correctly for the first 
time as evidence of a great gap 
in the record of earth history — 
an interval during which . the 
earlier rocks were folded, uplift- 
ed and ‘worn down. Finally, 
when they had subsided beneath 
the sea, a new set of rocks was 
formed above them, . . 


It was clear to Hutton that in 
these small exposures of rock 
beside the sea he had found the 
key to much of the earth’s his- 
tory. He marveled at its gran- 
deur and at the immense periods 
of time which must have been 
necessary for such changes to be 
accomplished, He was one of the 
first to realize that large valleys 
bad not always been there, but 
had been formed through the 
ages by the slow downward and 
sideways cutting of the streams, 
and that they were the result 
of a process of wearing away, or 
erosion, which could well be a 
source of all the bedded sedi- 
mentary tocks < . 


“Fingers” of granite appeared 
to spread into the surrounding 
rock from the main mass, sug- 
gesting that the granite had once 
been a fluid and had penetrated 
the rock before solidifying. Since 
the granite had been very hot 
to be fluid, Hutton suggested 
that it was formed from molten 
rock. — From “The Earth:

“He was pitching in 
the Red Sox ‘organization with 
Montgomery and he really made 
that ball hum when he worked 
against us. 

“He impressed me so much 
that I used to ask questions 
about him. I wanted to get him, 
of course, but was always told 
the same thing. ‘When he gets a 
little more confidence,’ they'd 
say, ‘he'll be a great!pitcher. 

“That’s. why I've been looking 
for him to make it big with the 
Red Sox. He always seemed so 
close. All he’s ever needed was 
just a little more confidence in 
himself .— —the. confidence to 
keep firing that fast ball for 
strikes,” 

Well, Metro inust ‘have smiled 
to himself as he read about*Earl 
Wilson’s outstanding effort a- 
gainst the Los Angeles Angels, 
writes Ed Rumill in the Christian 
Science Monitor. Only 31 men 
walked to the plate against them 
and only four reached bases — 
all on walks, There were no base 
hits and solidly hit balls were in 
the minority. The score was 2-0, 

The big Neyro right-hander 
just kept firing away, inning 
after inning; as the tension

ways needed to help him “make 
it big.” Of course, he had been, 


effective all spring while winning, 
five and losing only two. But ~ 


this one: well, this was some- 
thing real special — a once-in-a- 
lifetime game that all pitchers 
hope for and seldom get. 

This very well could be the one 
to give the boy the push, the 
vital incentive he has needed. 

Wilson, who started out in 


‘baseball as a catcher but switch- 


ed to the mound because he could 
throw hard, was personally con- 
gratulated by Tom Yawkey, the 
Red Sox owner, and given an 
increase in salary — what 
amounts to a bonus.

No More Gifts From 
Salesmen To.

‘A small ‘group of business 

executives and professors of 
business administration dined 
together at the Harvard Club of 
Boston the other evening, and 
lingered around the dinner table 
until ll pm. ~ 
‘The discussion topic that held 
them up to that late hour was 
“ethics in business.” 
. It war a private session among 
friends. Many of them had grad- 
uated together several years ago 
from Harvard Business School's 
Advanced Management Pro-. 
gram, and were gathered in 
Boston for a class reunion. In 
the quiet, relaxed exchange they 
probed for answers to a prob- 
lem that usually seems gray and 
ill-defined. : 

“Who of us.is not guilty of 
giving gifts because a competi- 


‘tor has done it?” asked one exe- 
" ecutive. 


“"What do you do if a superior 
asks you to do something you 
feel is not completely honest? I 
tried standing for my principles 
and it got me into trouble,” said 


Gordon Burt Affleck, , pur- 
chasing agent for the’ Mormon 
Church in Salt Lake City, Utah, 
and past president of the Na- 
tional Association of Purchasing 
Agents, had been invited by the 
group to speak. He reported that 
his church, which, he said, has 
business interests in many fields, 
no lenger accepts gifts from any 
galesmen. 

He said this had been welcom- 
ed with increased respect from 


the sales people involved, Fur- 


ther, Mr, Affleck reported, a 
survey published in Purchasing 
magazine in December, 1957, in- 
dicated that 75.6 per cent of the 
purchasing people and 76 per 
cent of sales people polled 
“would like to see gift-giving 
eliminated entirely.” 

Sales and ‘purchasing people 
who have eliminated it have not 
suffered, he said. “In most cases, 
the vendors appreciated the at- 
titude (against gift-giving) and 
determined stand against this 
unsound business practice.” 

According to the same survey, 


“Mr. Affleck said,. business gifts 


in the United States are esti- 
mated at $500,000,000 to $1,000,- 
000,000 a year. “And that is big 
business!” the speaker exclaim- 


ed. , 
Mr. Affleck lashed out at 


firms which disguise gift-giving 


by informing a customer that a 
gift to “a worthy cause” has 
been made in his name. Often 
the notification comes in 4 
Christmas ecard “filled with good 
will and high sounding words” 
of the season, writes Richard 
Neff in the Christian Science 
Monitor. 

Whether the causes are 
worthy or not, “I (cannot) see 
why these firms should use my 
name, your name, the name of 
my firm and the names of your 
firms to gain good will and 
public acceptance by this devi- 
ous method of making a gift. . . 
The so-called ‘givers’ are not 
contacted inadvance. They do 
not make the gift... . The ven- 
dor makes the contribution and 
decides how much. He decides 
to whom it is to be given, when, 
and how,” he stated. 

Mr. Affleck told of a_ well- 
established purchasing agent 
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OLD BLADES — A yord-long pair of iron scissors, an antique

who had been with his company 
over 25 years. An officer insist- 
ed-one day that he ask fora 
substantial favor from another 
firm as the price of giving bus- 
iness to thet firm. The purchas- 
ing agent refused, left his job, 
and now hag a new position 
“where honesty and integrity 
are appreciated and at a much 
better salary.” 

But the policy of, “accept no 
end “just be honest” is 
too simple, said one member of 
the dining group. To-day’s bus- 
iness world is so complex that 
it's offen’ difficult to determine 
what is “honest” and what isn't. 
Is it proper, for instance, to ac- 
cept an invitation to lunch to 
discuss business? 

Mr. Affleck said he doesn’t 
accept ‘such gestures. “I'll talk 
business in my office,” he stated. 

Somehow, said another exe-" 
cutive, businessmen must evolve 
a code of ethics the way doctors 
and lawyers have. A code doesn’t 
assure compliance, of course, but 
it does establish standards. 

(It’s difficult to expand on the 
Golden Rule,” said one of the 
businessmen, wryly, after the 
discussion ended.). 

A professor in the group noted 
that 90 per cent of business is 
in repeat transactions. In thes¢ 
cases, improprieties are “not ex- 
pedient.” Only in one-time deals 
does it seem worthwhile to “pull 
a fast one.” 

Thus were ideas traded among 
friends who daily face difficult 
ethical decisions in what is a. 
most competitive field of human 
activity. They agreed that quiet 
discussions of this type are help- 
ful, and they seemed also impli- 
city to agree that much more 
clear thinking and plain talk 
on the subject is still necessary. 


U.S. White House 
Is Public Property 


Between the hours of 10 a.m. 
and twelve noon, five days a 
week, the President and First 
Lady are reminded that their 
home is public property. On 
Sundays the mansion is theirs; 
on Mondays it is taken over by 
the cleaners who prepare it for 
the next week’s onslaught. Dur- 
ing the ten hours a week when it 
is open to the public, the White 
House is invaded by an endless 
procession of tourists for whom 
it is history, government, Wash- 
ington, and patriotism all rolled 
into one. At the height of the 
season they number more than 
10,000 a day in a queue that 
winds outside the East Gate and 
alfway along the eight-foot 

1 fence that encircles the 
grounds. The number of Ameri. 
cans who tour the White. House 
each year is now greater than 
the total population of the 
United States when the man- 
sion was first tenanted. 

These touring visitors repre- 
sent the widest possible extremes 
of Americana. They come in 
mink coats and sweat shirts, 
they come in Daks and blue 
jeans and cashmeres, and they 
come in sneakers. But however 
different their dress, they have 
a common denominator in their 
possessive pride and open awe. 
Whether they be one-time tour- 
ists or nonpartisan employees of 
various administrations, there is 
a lump in the throat of the most 
sophisticated with the realiza- 
tion that part of this is theirs.

Saskatchewan’s Christian 
Smith lists four needs in the 
fight for farm (and urban) ‘acci- 
dent prevention. 

1. Comprehensive and detailed 
national accident statistics, by 
age groups, sex, place and type 
of accident and occupational 
groups. “You can’t fight a prob- 
Jem without understanding it 
fully,” Smith says. 


2. A national voluntary safety 


organization with a comprehen- 


sive program for all accident 
prevention, similar to the Na- 
tional Safety Council of the U.S. 
(Not all provinces agree on this, 
however. Some feel that the pro- 
gram must be geared to local 
conditions and that, in the final 
analysis, safety must become a 
family project.) 


3. Support and leadership by 
the Canadian government, 
through health and agriculture 
departments. 

4. Provision of safety educa- 
tion materials, films, national 
TV and radio programs about 
accident prevention, not just 
traffic accidents. (Imperial Oil 
now distributes Farm Tractor 
Safety: a Family Affair. The film 
portrays dramatically how one 
farm community got together to 
combat accidents.)

Smith, who gets hopping mad 
when he describes sloppy safety 
practices, was the moving power 
behind Child Safety Day, start- 
ed in Saskatchewan in 1954. It’s 
held on the first Sunday in May, 
Last year it was adopted as a 
national day in Canada. Some 
US. organizations think it should 
be held internationally. 

A few years ago, Smith and 
his department saw from their 
hospital insurance statistics that 
50 per cent of all farm accidents 
in their province happened in 
barnyards — and half of these 
accidents indicated poor house- 
keeping. For instance, a four- 
year-old, left to play alone ina 
toolhouse, knocked over a jar. of 
weedkiller that was more than 
60 per cent carton tetra ‘hioride,

The 4-H clubs, with contests, 
posters, demonstrations and 
talks, are trying to make Can- 
ada’s young farmers safety-con- 
scious. Trophies and cash awards 
to some $500 have been given to 
teenage 4-H members for the 
best safety programs of the year, 
for winning posters and scrap- 
books. In 1959 73,000 4-H Club 
members took part in a national 
sample survey, instituted by the 
agricultural committee of the 
Canadian Chamber of Com- 
merce, and involving 49,000 farm 
people. 

The. Ontario department of 
agriculture, during 1959 and 
1960, conducted for the first time 
in North America, an accident 
survey in all parts of the prov- 
ince at the same time. An “acci- 
dent reporter” was chosen lo- 
cally, and any rural accident was 
reported in all its grim detail, 


including locatjon of accident, 
time, place, cause, age of persons 
involved. After the = statistics 
were all in, each county was 
sent a program of safety educa- 
tion. -As a result of survey find. 
ines, the Ontario Farm Safety 
Council was formed in 1969, 
* °

The remote control model is 
safer to use, and teaches the 
same lessons.” Wright and a 
friend took over two months of 
nights and weekends to build 
their large-sized Dinky toy, “and 
it was worth every minute.”

Wright, whose mind seems to 
bubble with fresh ideas on farm 
safety procedures, also developed 
a demonstration on dust éxplo- 
sions. 


“Our survey showed that we 
lose 10 to 20 barns a year through 
dust explosions. Loss of a barn 
can mean loss of income for that 
year, and sometimes a farmer's 
life.” Wright built a small wood- 
en box. with a glass window in 
one side, sprinkled flour inside 
and attached a lighted candle to 
the floor. When the box was 
shaken, and the dust flew in the 
air, the resulting explosion blew 
the box to. bits. 


“Dust explosions occur when 
threshing takes place in a barn, 
and there’s faulty wiring some- 
where in the building, or per- 
haps .a spark is thrown off by 
the threshing machine itself. In 
Ontario, we also lose 15 to 20 
barns a year through spontaneous 
combustion (of hay, for instance) 
and careless safety practices.”

Between the title “Frozen 


‘Cc in Lovers’ Lane” and the 


subhead “The watery g@rave for, 


the teen-ager turned to ice and 
proved a trap for the lust 
bludgeoner,” Startling Detective 
magazine offered a photograph 
of the pretty victim and of a 
shifty-eyed suspect. The story 
recounted a crime which had 
shocked Chicago newspaper 
readers four months before, on 
Nov. 30, 1957. 


That the story appeared isn’t 


startling. Startling Detective 


and the dozen magazines like it 
have been running true crime 
accounts for years. What was 
unusual was the reaction ef the 
victim's mother: She sued, 
claiming invasion of — privacy. 
Last month, a Federal court of 
appedis reversed an earlier se- 
cision, and said that. Fawcett 
Publications, Inc.. (Startling De- 
tective), and T.D, Publishing 


‘Corp. (True Detective) had in- 


deed invaded Mrs. Mildred Wag- 
ner’s privacy. She is asking $2.4 
million damages. 

The decision, which comes _two 
months after Life Magazine lost 
ja similar suit, threatens the 


_ existence of both the lurid “true 


crime” magazines and of, seri- 
ous books Jike “Kidnap: The 
Story of the Lindbergh Case.” 
According to the ruling, it con- 
stitutes an invasion of. privacy 
to print accounts of a crime 
‘when the crime is no longer 
news. 

“When the news media have 
served their proper function in 
reporting current events,” Judge 
Elmer J. Schnackenberg wrote 
for the three concurring judges, 
“private individuals involved... 
(in) matters which were, at the 
time of the occurrence, news- 
worthy ... sink back into the 
solitude which is the right of 
every person, That solitude, in- 
volves a privacy which no pub- 
lication has a right to thereafter 
invade solely for the purpose of 
selling to its readers lurid ac- 
counts of tragedy.” 

When is a story no longer 
news? “We're a monthly maga- 
zine, and we printed the facts 
as soon as we could,” said Faw- 
cett's editorial director Ralph 


\Daigh. Fawcett will petition for 


a rehearing. They talked of go- 
ing to the Supreme Court, claim- 
ing the protection of freedom 
of the press. The talk may be 
serious, for, — deprived of the 
grisly — fhe true-crime mills 
may shut down.

One Earthquake 
Every Day! 


Six super-sensitive seismo- 
graphs, part of a world-wide 
chain of instruments to study 
the interior of the earth, have 
been installed this year in the 
vault of the seismograph station 
at Kelburn, Wellington, New 
Zealand. 

This $30,000 worth of equip- 
ment is a gift of the United 
States Government. It will allow 
seismologists to evaluate earth 
tremors and improve man’s 


knowledge of natural earth- 
quakes. - a 
The New Zealand seismo- 


graphs form part of the most im- 
portant earthquake research pro- 
gramme ever carried out. And 
all the information obtained will 
be available to all nations. 
Earthquakes have been taking 


_ place ever since the earth solidi-, 


fied. On average, one occurs 
every day somewhere in: the 
world, but they are confined 
chiefly to two main belts — one 
encircling the Pacific, the other 
running through the European 
Alps and the Himalays. 

Geologists say that Britain is 
never likely to have a serious 
earthquake, despite the fact 
that about 2,000 have been re- 
Alps and the Himalayas. : 

Most of the shocks occuring in 
Britain have been caused by 
masses of rock “sliding” over 
one another. These landslides 
have taken place along certain 
lines of well-known faults in the 
geological strata. 


Scientists still don’t know the / 


exact predisposing conditions for 
these rock movements, but it is 
known that they are influenced 
by atmospheric pressure changes. 

The day may be coming, due 
to modern research methods, 
when earthquakes anywhere in 
the world will be forecast with 
considerable accuracy, say some 
seismologists. 

Students of animal behaviour 
believe that knowledge of earth- 
quakes before they happen has 
long been the prerogative of 
some animals, There are many 
authenticated stories, of . dogs 
which -howled, horses which 
stampeded and birds which pan- 
icked mysteriously before trem- 
ors even started. 


How The X-Ray 
Was Discovered 


Mere chance led Professor 
Rontgen to the discovery of the 
X-ray. A large tube, through 
which a current -of electricity 


photographic plates. 

Some keys happened to be on 
the table, just above the drawer. 
When an attempt was afterwards 
made to use the plates for photo- 
graphic purposes they were 
found to be “fogged” but on each 
one of them was a fairly clear 
imprint of the keys. 

Thus it became apparent that 
rays of some kind had penetrated 
through the wooden table-top, 
and had been so far interrupted 
by the keys as to make a shad- 
ow-picture of the latter on a 
photographic plate. 

During further experiments a 
dead frog was put in place of the 
‘keys, with a fresh photographic 
plate in the drawer beneath. The 
result was a revelation, for the 
shadow-picture made was not of 
the frog, but of its skeleton.

Long Lost Rivers 
Underneath London 


At an unusual joint convoca- 
tion of York and Canterbury in 
the Church House, Westminster, 
the clerics were puzzled as to 


whose jurisdiction they were 
meeting under, Was Church 
House under the Dean and Chap- 
ter of Westminster or under the 
Bishop of London?

A 12th-century Londoner des- 
cribed his city as “delightful in- 
deed” with streams “mid glis- 
tening pebbles gliding playful- 
ly.” Mr.. Barton’s painstaking 
study shows these rivers still 
silently flowing along beneath 
the feet of Londoners though 
for the most part delflected into 
pipes. The rivers make. their 
presence. felt occasionally when 
for the most part deflected into 
the wall of a house resists all 
efforts to dry it out, or crystal 
water gushes up. into the day- 
light. The names. of the rivers 
live’ on in the names of roads 
and boroughs, groves, and ter- 
races, stations, schools, compan- 
ies — and even a fish bar. 

Best known of the rivers, per- 
haps, -are the Walbrook and the 
Fleet which flows beneath the 
City of London and the West 
End, but south of the Thames 
the beverley Brook, Wandle, 
Faleon,. and Effra are among 
others which, except for an 0c- 
casional sally above ground, flow 
beneath streets often bearing 
their names. ‘ 

The source of the Fleet River 
on the Hampstead heights en- 
gaged the attention of one of 
London’s distinguished literary 
figures. The transactions of the 
Pickwick Club for May 12, 1827, 
recorded “that this Association 
has heard read,-. . . the paper 
communicated by Samuel Pick- 
wick, Esq., G.C., M.P.C., entitled 
‘Speculations on the Source of 
‘the Hampstead Ponds, with some 
observations of the Theory of 
Tittlebats.’” 

Mr. Barton’s book quotes fas- 
cinating passages on old London 
from early chronicles. In these 
days of heavy roaring traffic 
it is pleasing to read of north 
London as having “fields for 
pasture... interspersed with 
flowing streams, on which stand 
mills whose clack is very pleas- 
ing to the ear.” 

It is no longer possible to 
hear clacking mills. The influ- 
ence of the underground rivers, 
however, is felt by all who use 
London roads and raibways, pay 
taxes to one borough rather than 
another, or’ simply walk or bi- 
cycle along its streets. 

The book has a good street 
map of London with the rivers 
superimposed.

Even the Hollywood 
prototype, commonly played by 
such as Eve Arden, Bette Davis, 
or Rosalind Russell, has a ring 
of tputh, the author suggests — 
the woman living in a “cold- 
hearted penthouse with wire mo- 
biles and abstract paintings and 
(despising) her warm - hearted 
husband.” For every decent ca- 
reer woman, she concludes, 
“there seem to spring up at least 
two dragon-toothed ones.” 

Yet having cat-clawed her sex, 
Miss Merriam promptly springs 
to its defense. If career women 
are cold and cunning, “what of 
their male counterparts who 
must step on the body below in 
order to reach the higher rung?” 
she asks, “The man who makes 
it to the top,” she charges much 
too categorically, “is not friend- 
ly, lovable little Mickey Mouse;

The main course was 
a mixed creole of fish; the vege- 
tables were buttered  ca'tail 
spikes, milkweed buds, and day- 
lily buds ¢ooked with oyster 
mushrooms. After candied wild 
ginger and mint leaves, the chef 
was toasted by his guests with 
dandelion and blackberry wine. 

Chef Euell Gibbons had earned 
the toasts. He believes that it is 
healthier, cheaper, and more fun 
to forage for food than to buy it 
in a supermarket, and the din- 
ner party. he and his wife gave 
in their home in a Glen Mills, 
Pa., housing development last 
month was proof of the pudding. 
The rugged, 50-year-old free- 
lance writer had gathered all the 
food from nearby streams, ponds, 
fields, and roadsides. and then 
whipped up the dinner to cele-. 
brate publication of his book on 
wild cookery, “Stalking the Wild 
Asparagus.” 5 

Gibbons started picking up 
free food as a boy in New Mex-* 
ico, when he found his first wild 
asparagus; he has foraged in 
Hawaii (he is now working on a 
new book to be called “The 
Beachcomber’s Handbook”), and 
he has indoctrinated his wife and 
two married sons with the forag- 
ing habit. “It is easier to ‘go 
native’ in many sections of the 
U.S. than in the South Seas,” he 
says. “I have collected fifteen 
species (of wild plants) that 
could be*used for food on a 
vacant lot right in Chicago.” 

Getting something for nothing 
is, of course, a basic human in- 


_gtinet; But hunters and fisher- 


men are about the only people 
today who indulge the urge at 
the primitive, food - gathering 
level. Though Gibbons offers 


some rare recipes for fauna. 


(woodchuck in sour cream, rac- 
coon pie, French-fried carp), his 
emphasis is on the nation’s flora. 
Included are such old standbys 
of colonial America as elderberry 
wine and sassafras tea. Then

Dip in batter made of 1 cup of 


spoon baking powder, 2 eggs, 
and % cup milk. Fry in deep 
fat, heated to 375 degrees, about 
four minutes. Drain, sprinkle 
with orange juice, roll in gran- 
ulated sugar and serve piping 
hot. 

Probably the book's most mod- 
ern adaptation of an ancient re- 
cipe was developed by a Gibbons 
gon, “the best forager of all.” The 
American Indians used to make a 
drink rather like pink lemonade 
from red sumac by pounding the 
heads in water. As a short cut, 
Gibbons’ son dumped a basket of 
gumac heads into the washing 
machine, covered them with wa- 
ter, and set the washer to run 
ten minutes, then caught the 
water in a big kettle as the wash- 
er pumped it out. Strained and 
with sugar added to taste, there 
jt was: Sumac-ade a la automatic 
washer.

Far from the 
sheiks of Araby, the oryx herd 
of three may increase to respec- 
table size within three decades 
or so. “Then maybe we can re-

Grimwood says,.“if the Arabs 
have seen the light by then.”

ON FOREIGN MARKETS 
'ROBARTS URGES ONT. 


If every citizen in Ontario reduced 
his purchase of imported goods by 
less than half of what he is spending 
abroad now, 60,000 new jobs could be 
found for the province's workers, 
Premier John Robarts said Monday

|Robarts explained that the average 
Canadian spends $236 a year on im- 
ported goods. This compares with $50

Now there are 3,800 Foreign 
Bervice. officers and a total of 
almost 24,000 people in “State.” 
This mushrooming growth came 
because the United States had 
. fill. a power vacuum after 

orld War Il that extended 
deep into Asia and Africa as 
the European -colonial powers 
withdrew. - 

With new _ responsibilities 
values are shifting. The depart- 
ment has grown so that first 
rate administrators are in con- 
tinuing demand. And the whole 
pace ‘has increased with added 
world responsibility sitting in 
the lap of the United States. 

President Kennedy gave 4 
‘speech in May to the American 
Foreign Service Association. It 
was recently released to the 
White House corps by press se- 
cretary Pierre Salinger — 4 
move to emphasize its impor- 
tance. 

_ What the President does is to 
recognize the shift in American 
responsibility in the world and 
its impact on the State Depart- 
ment. He is forthright, at times 
almost blunt. 

Today, he said, “is the golden 
period of the Foreign Service” 
— not the days before World 
War II. 

He’ drew the parallel vividly: 
“I remember what Ambassador 
Dawes said, that the job was 
hard on the feet and easy on the 
brain. Theodore Roosevelt talk- 
ed about those who resided in the 
Woreign Service rather than 
working in it. 


“We were an isolationist coun- 
try, by tradition and by policy 
and by statute. And therefore 
those of you who lived in the 
Foreign Service led a rather 1s0- 
lated life, dealing with compar- 
tively few people, uninvolved in 
the affairs of this country.” 

But this is the “great period 
of the Foreign . Service’ and 
“now you have to involve your- 
_ selves in every element of for- 
“eign life—labor, the class strug- 
gle, cultural affairs and all the 
rest — attempting to predict in 
what direction the forces will 
move.” 

More, he»reminded the diplo- 
mats that today any competent 
Foreign Service officer must 
“know all about the United 
Gtates, every facet of its life, 
all the great reforms of the 
thirties, the forties, and the 
fifties.” 

What the President was say- 
ing is that the life of an Ameri- 
oan diplomat is neither simple 
nor easy. The world has chang- 
ed irreversibly.

It happens that on July 1, 212 
officers left “State,” including 
107 in the four highest grades 
and 17 with the rank of minister 
or ambassador. This resigna- 


tion was “forced” by an attrac- 


tive retirement bonus. 

Many of those who left were 
brilliant and. hard to replace. 
But the act will in future make 
it possible for the best of the 
younger men to move forward 
rapidly. Both the President and 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
have long wanted to retire some 
foreign service veterans and it 
is now done gracefully, writes 
Robert E. Brunn in the Christian 
Science Monitor. 

While he was at it, the Presi- 
dent spoke up to explain that 
American diplomats must un-- 
derstand the difficulty. of their 
position at home, often firding 
themselves in security contro- 
versies. 

For that, said he: “You have 
to recognize that ultimately you 
will be subjected, as an institu- 
tion, to the criticisms of the un- 
informed, and to attacks which 
are in many cases malicious and 
in many cases self-serving. But 
either you have to be able to. 
put up with it, or you have to 
pick a more secluded spot.” 

He must have grinned when 
be then said, “Personally, I 
think the place to be is in the 
kitchen, and P am sure the For- 
eign Service: officers of the 


United States feel the same’ 


way.” 

Letting go with both barrels, 
the President emphasized that 
the elephantine size of the State 
Department is still “no excuse 
for bureaucracy.” A rather stale 
metaphor around Washington is 
that State is a “sponge,” form- 
less and indecisive. 

What the President wants is 
to have policy. cleared in the de- 
partment “with more speed.” 
He acknowledged on top of this 
garguantuan job of often hav- 
ing to check with the CIA, De- 


sury, Commerce, and the Con- 
gress. 

All in all the State Depart- 
ment has been given a_ gentle 
reminder that. its revolution 
must be consolidated.

The drama began in 1957 when 
the Schuhmachers emigrated 
from their native Russia to 
Israel. Faced with the struggle 
of establishing themselves in & 
strange land, the parents sent 
Yossele, then 5, and his older 
sister to live temporarily with 
their grandfather, Rabbi Nah- 
man Shtarkes, in the ultra- 
Orthodox Mea Shearim quarter 
of Jerusalem. The bearded, one- 
eyed rabbi had always disap- 
proved of what he viewed as 
his son-in-law’s irreligious ways. 
Hoping to bring up his grand- 
child in the Orthodox faith, 
Shtarkes enrolled Yossele in &@ 
devout Talmudic school. 

By 1959, the Schulmachers had 
acquired jobs and a modest 
home near Tel Aviv. They sent 
for their children. The girl was 
returned at once; Yossele had 
disappeared. 

Thereafter, the search for 
Yossele spanned two years and 
three countries, growing into a 
cause célébre which sharpened 
the antagonism between Israel's 
secular majority and its fana- 
tically Orthodox minority. Po- 
lice who scoured the ghetto-like 
Orthodox quarter ran into a 
wall of hostility. The boy's 
grandfather, pleading concern 
for Yossele’s religious welfare, 
adamantly defied a court order 
to return the boy and was 
promptly jailed. Despite a sur- 
feit of rumors, nothing more 
was heard of Yossele until last 
month. Then, through the com- 
bined efforts of the Israeli se- 
curity service, Shin Beth, and 
Interpol, U.S. immigration 
agents acted on a tip, and dis- 
covered the boy in Brooklyn. 

Yossele had been living there 
for three months as the ward of 
Rabbi Zanvil Gertner in the 
Williamsburg sectioh, an area 
populated by strict Hasidic Jews 
so Orthodox that women cut off 
all their hair when married — 
to make them less attractive to 
other men. How he arrived in 
the United States is still uncer- 
tain. Rabbi Gertner refused to 
say and Immigration Service in- 
vestigation added only that the 
case “is not yet closed.” (Israeli 
officials are investigating a ru- 
mor: that Yossele was. spirited 
out of the country by a decora- 
tive Parisian blonde.) 
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If and when the details of the 
case are fully revealed, they are 
to generate excitement 
in Israel.

All By Himself

(Manchester) Guardian — which 
he maintained . throughout the 
trip — he learned it was a fam- 
ous racing pigeon that had been 
blown off course. 

“Pidgy was with me twenty 
days,” said Chichester solemnly, 
his lean brown hands folded in 
his lap. “Then we had a tragedy. 
Poor Pidgy fell into the sea and 
drowned.” 

Upon his arrival in New York, 
Chichester received personal con- 
gratulations from two other 
famous sailors — President Ken- 


— and was met at the dock by 
his wife.

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Dysters Are Good 
At Keeping Time 


Don’t sHake it. Don’t poke at 


4. Don’t kick it. Throw away that 
aseless watch — and buy an oy- 
ster instead. For scientists have 
discovered that oysters are bet- 
ter timekeepers than the most 
expensive watch. 

When oysters were caught at 
New Haven, Connecticut, and 
shipped in sea-water to Evanston, 
Illinois, 800 miles from the sea, 
they began opening their shells 
exactly at the time the tide began 
rising at New Haven. The shells 
were fully open to coincide with 
high tide at their old home. 

Like the tide, oysters’ clock- 
work is geared to the moon. 
After a few weeks in Evanston, 
the oysters changed their sched- 
ule. They “forgot” about-the tide 
at New Haven and followed the 
movements of the moon at Eva- 
ston, 

But oysters are not the only 
ereatures of time, 

Honeybees set their clocks by 
hunger. If you feed them at a 
eertain hour every day their 
stomachs will operate the alarm 
bells just in time to get them to 
the place where the food is wait- 
ing. And if you stop giving them 
food, they'll still return to the 
bei spot at the right moment 

quite a while. 

Birds use their own universal 
time system to great effect. Ob- 
gervers watched birds in Eng- 
land and found they had a set 
timetable. The birds flew out to 
geek food every day at the same 
hour. 

When they were flown by jet 
to Canada, the birds paid no at- 
tention to human clocks or later 
mightfall. They kept their own 
timing until, weeks later, they 
eouldn’t bear apparently to go on 
gearching for food in midnight 
darkness, so they reset their 
“slarm-clocks.” 

Plants, too, live round the 
elock. And they can't be cheated. 


Beans, for instance, fall asleep 
regularly. When they awake — 
their leaves. rise. 

By flashing a light, botanists 
tried to shake them out of bed 
in the middle of the night. The 
beans woke up; their leaves rose 
for a second. Then they went 
back to sleep. 

But their clockwork had al- 
ready been reset; from then on, 
without the scientists’ flashlight, 
they woke up and lifted their 
leaves at the same hour every 
night. Then, a second later, they 
fell asleep again. 


An Object Lesson . 
About Russia 


A former member of the Unit- 
ed States Marines, who decided 
back in 1959 that he wanted to 
live in the Soviet Union, recently ’ 
left Moscow by train. He had 
his own passport—he had appar- 
ently never given up his Ameri- 
can citizenship—and he was ac- 
companied by his Russian wife 
and infant child. He began the 
p ss of obtaining the neces- 
sary papers for himself and fam- 
ily last. autumn and they came 
through‘just a few days ago. 

This man is furnishing one of 
the really good object lessons as 


to what it means to live in the. 


U.S.S.R. He was given a job in 
a factory in Minsk and suffered 
no more than the usual difficul- 
ties of life in Red Russia. The 
fact that he got so thoroughly 
fed up under average living 
conditions should prove again, 
and in a forceful sort of way, 
that a citizen of this country has 
a very great deal to be grateful 
for, whether or not he is aware 
of it as any given time.

Prehistoric Trees 
Growing Agar 


More than 100,000,000 years 
ago a tall handsome tree — a 
species of conifer known as the 
water cypress — grew luxuri- 
antly in various parts of Asia, 
Europe and North America. 

Vast glacial movements sluw- 
ly wiped them all out, finally 
making them extinct. Or so most 
naturalists believed — until a 
short time ago. 


Then a party of forestry ex- 


‘perts were astonished to come 


upon a few survivors of these 
“long-dead” trees growing in & 
remote province of China. 


These “living fossils,” as they 
were called, were carefully 
transplanted on a mountain in j 
the warm south of China and 
large numbers of them have 
now grown to a height of ten . 
feet. 

Their growth is so swift that 
there is a plan to use them for 
the creation of a kind of “Green 
Wall” of China and to use them 
also for filling in gaps in the 
Great Wall of China itself. 


The trees will not only check 
sand movement in desert areas 
but they will also conserve wa- 
ter and yield timber which will 
one day provide charcoal.

At its peak in 1958 and 1959, 
Midway was the world’s busiest 
airport; there was an airplane 
landing or taking off every fif- 
teen seconds, and it was a stand- 
ing joke that “if you took time 
to breathe, you couldnt work in 
the Midway control tower.” Last 
month, too small for the larger 
jets and too far from O'Hare for 
travelers making connecting 
flights, Midway. lost its last 
scheduled airline. With the de- 
rture recently of United Air 
Flight 236 to Toledo, it was 
left with only a few nonsched- 
uled carriers, some private craft, 
and a_ helicopter service, . to 
O'Hare. : 
Midway’s long, 1ow-ceilinged, 
snaking terminal building, once 
bustling with as many as 8 mil- 
lion passengers a year, was vir- 
tually deserted. Neighboring 
streets and highways, built to 
accommodate choking lines - of 
traffic, were all but empty. The 
motels and restaurants that ring 
the airport, once filled to capac- 
ity, were ready to quit or were 
desperately trying to attract new 
customers. “It’s going to be a 
tough uphill fight,” said Mitchell 
Housey, proprietor of Housey’s 
restaurant, which he bought 
when it was losing $6,000 to $9,- 
000 per month because of Mid- 
way’s falling traffic. Assistant 
tower chief Carl Joritz summed 
up the depressing atmosphere: 
“You don’t become king, then 
wind up nothing, without feeling 
sad.” 
And Midway once was king. 
During one month, the bustling 
airport on the Southwest Side 
jnandled a record 26,626 air-car- 


resulting in occasional opera- 
tional delays of fiteen minutes 
taking off and up to one hour 
landing.

just coming into service,. Chicago. 
has an uphill fight on its hands.

Sea-Shells On The 
Sahara Desert 


During the millions of centur- 
ies of the earth’s history the des- 
ert has several times been flood- 
ed, either partially or entirely, 


valier published a report of his 
discovery in 1901 and came to the 
conclusion that in. the Quatern- 
ary period less than 800,000 years 
ago, the sea had advanced as far 
as Timbuctoo. As Timbuctoo to- 
day is almost a thousand miles 
from the Atlantic Coast, this 


_ theory caused a considerable sen- 


sation. Other scientists, who 
regarded Chevailer. as a charla- 
tan and made on-the-spot inves- 
tigations, also found snails’ shells 
of the same species. but the sheer 
quantity of them strengthened 
their. suspicion that this was not 
the work of Nature. 

It was not until 1935, however, 
that these suspicions were final- 
ly confirmed. Theodore Monod 


- eollected 10,133 shells and ex- 


amined each one separately. The 
result: these shells were a form 
of currency brought by caravan 
from Mauretania to Timbuctoo. 
Oddly enough they show no signs 
of wear; presumably they were 
only exchanged in bulk, The 
exchange-value of, each shell 
seems to have been very low and 
on the Atlantic Coast they were 
passed from hand to hand in 
quantity. Toward the end of the 
Middle Ages they went out of 
circulation, when caravans from 
Morocco started trading in cow- 
.Tie-shells, a porcelain-snail from 
the Indian Ocean which the 
Venetians had built up to one of 
theirmajor exports. Timbuctoo 
adopted the new currency and 
joined the cowrie-area. And one 
result of this currency reform 
was that the old coinage was 
buried though whether spontane- 
ously or on the orders of some

When July The Fourth 
Smelled Of Tar 

In a mixed-up world where 
atomic explosions are routine 
and everyday, but firecrackers 
have been outlawed, the occasion 


of The Glorious Fourth makes 
me think of oakum. We used to 
make bombs out of oakum and 
we'd blow up’ the midnight with 
them. until everybody knew it 
was Independence Day: Oakum 
makes a very fine bomb, but you 
sort of had to live in a down- 
east’ waterfront community to 
come by the stuff. 


Oakum is hemp in strands, 
well soaked in tar. It is a messy, 
gooey, sticky product that gives 
a ripe and traditional aroma to 
lazarets, boathouses, docks, coas- 
tal sheds and workshops, and is 
as familiar around tidewater as 
dough in a bakery. Oakum is 
used, and was used, to oalk, or 
chink, the seams in the construc- 
tion of a vessel. It was done 
with a calking tool and a mallet 
by workmen who knew just how 
much of the fiber to drive into 
the cracks between timbers to 
gain a watertight situation, The 
rhythmic tapping by a crew of 
calkers was a sound that dis- 
tinguished a shipyard, and was 
evidence that a launching would 
not. be far distant. No matter 
how finely the carpenters had 
fitted the joints, the tightness 
came from oakum. 


On the decks, after the calking 
had “been done, there came a 
shipbuilding job known as “pay- 
ing.” Modern ears misjudge this 
sometimes, and even folklorists 
ponder the term, This is a special 
meaning of the word pay, and 
has to do with pouring hot tar 
into the calked seams, to. run 
down against the oakum and 
make a weather-tight whole. You 
can’t shingle a deck. 


The tar, or pitch, was heated 
on little stoves fed with chips 
from the hewing shed, and one 
man had the job of keeping 
enough tar hot for those who 
poured. They would run right 
along the crack with a ladle, 
putting in just enough to fill. So, 
by a poetic extension of ideas 
known as simile and metaphor, 
the old-timers drew a compari- 
son from this. When any job, a- 
sea) or a-shore, seemed insur- 
mountable and challenged the 
ability of the doer, the expres- 
sion ran, “All Hell to pay and 
no pitch hot.” Hell, here, was a 
non-secular assumption of tre- 
mendous expanse, even from in- 
finity to infinity, where a man 
facing the task would need, 
above everything else, an ample 
supply of hot tar. Unless the 
folklorists know the special wa- 
ter-front meaning of “pay” they 
miss the point, 


But I digress. The oakum 


supply in a shipyard was ample ~ 


at all times. It came in great 
bales, and on any warm evening 
in late June the watchman was 
expected to forget to snap the big 
padlock on the storehouse so pa- 
triotic small boys of all ages 
could acquire as much as they'd

need. The word “steal” hardly 


suits in this instance, for on occa- ; 


‘sion the corporate owners of the 
shipyard might like to make a 
bomb too, and could go so far as 
to call the watchman to help lug 


the oakum out. Perhaps some of 
the congenial arrangements of 
small-town life have been for- 
gotten. So many things which 
Youth has thought up to take the 
place of old-time fun have had 
names. Life isso complicated 
now. 


Well, our bombs were simple 
enough. A half-stick of dynamite, 
capped and fused, would be 
wound in oakum until you had a 
thing about as big as_a basket- 
ball, This was safe, because the 
oakum protected the dynamite 
and you could bounce it if you 
wanted to. It wouldn't go off 
until you iit the fuse. Oakum 
had a way of confining the dy- 
namite, so it really had to strug- 
gle to get loose. I don’t know if 
the AEC knows about this or not. 
And by the time we had the 
needed number of bombs wound, 
everybody was covered with tar 
—hands, shirt, pants and face. 
The evidence was there. 


At midnight, as the joyous 
holicay opened, the bombs would 
be touched off. In a ring around 

* the village, from ledges, hilltops, 
gravel pits and open fields, we'd 
let them go, and they’d bring the 
townspeople right up in bed. 
They knew right away that it 

was the Fourth of July. To us, 
out doing this notification, the 
explosion of each bomb was 4a 
rich experiment in the dispersion 
of tar. There was no smell of 
explosives, as such—just a waft- 
ing that suggested the China Sea 
and the Horse Latitudes, and 
little fuzzy pieces of oakum 
hanging on the trees and drifting 
down in the dark. Ears rang, so 
it sounded flat and far away 
when everybody said, “Boy!! 
That was a good one!!” 


I have no idea of the actual 
shock power of these devices. 
They would probably lift away 
the first ten stories of the Em- 
pire State Building if mischiev- 
ously applied, But such mischief 
never entered our heads. We 
took great care to explode our 
oakum bombs where they would 
do nothing but make a noise. We 
would come home smelling like 
John and Sebastian Cabot, tarred 
with all the proof of our employ- 
ment, and the best yellow soap 
wouldn’t wash clean our little 
hands, 


At breakfast the bacon and 
eggs tasted of tar, as if the kiteh- 
en had just been payed, but no- 

y asked us if we had been out 
blowing. up bombs. Indeed, we 
would hurry through breakfast 
so we could get to the village 
for the parade and speeches. 
There, by listening to peopk 
talk, we would learn that the 
traditions persisted, and that 
once again some boys had man- 
aged to get a few sticks of dyna- 
mite from the quarry shed, and 
a bale of oakum from the boat- 
yard, Reports of this, it seems, 
had been well circulated. You 


could look at the hands of*any - 


boy in town, and a good number 
of the men, and tell exactly who 
had and who had not taken part 
in this. 

But nobody ever bothered to 
look, and the midnight welcome 
to American Independence seem- 
ed fitting and proper. The Glori- 
our Fourth once had a soft over- 
coat of tar, a midnight welcome 
of merit.—by John Gould in the 
Christian Science Monitor.

One of the major drives of 
the Ontario Safety Council this 
year is the distribution of 100,- 
000 sets of posters (five in a set, 


brilliant yellow, with black let- 


tering) to as many of Ontario's 
120,000 farms as possible. Wright 
feels that a set of these thumb- 
tacked in strategic spots around 
farms will provide a continual 
reminder to farmers of the dan- 
gers lurking in barns and 
around machinery. 


For although 16 per cent of 
farm accidents happen to in- 
fants and oldsters, the remain- 
der involve active, useful work- 
ers between the ages of 14 and 
64. Of these ‘accidents to the 
“active” group, 65 per cent hap- 
pen in the fields and involve 
animals and equipment. 

Safety officials lean toward 
the belief that a person’s emo- 
tional state has a lot to do with 
causing accidents. Farmers who 
drive tractors and combines 
when they’re anxious, worried 
or just plain mad are more of- 
ten in accidents than calm, hap- 
py people.

One farmer, fresh from a 
shouting match with his wife, 
stomped out to the drive-shed, 
started his tractor and blindly 
drove through the back. of the 


building. A Quebec farmer, an-. 


noyed by his son’s poor report 
card, let fly with a kick at a 
stubborn cow, slipped, and broke 
his leg. 

A cool head and constant caur 
tion are essential in handling 
both machines and animals, but 
constant exposure to these two 
things tend to create a contempt 
for danger that promises nothing 
but trouble for Canadian farm- 
ers.

Where a city dweller would 
give a wide berth to anything 
with horns, farmers become so 
used to livestock they sometimes 
forget that animals get mean and 
they forget gets mean and 
cranky, One Quebec farmer who 
forgot this didn’t get a second 
chance with an ornery bul] — he 
turned his back on the animal 
and was gored to: death. 


Even happy animals can be 
dangerous to humans, as Mrs. 
Gerald Woods, an Ontario nouse- 
wife, can testify, Mrs, Woods was 


walking across the barnyard 
when a playful cow bunted her 
in the back and knocked her 
down. She bent over to pick up 
a stick to chase the animal, and 
another cow butted her clear 
over a wagon tongue and into 
a hospital bed, with a cracked 
knee bone and torn ligament. 

Is a farmer who's even-temp- 
ered, calm. and good-humored 
completely safe? Not really, say 
the experts, because of the pt ib

All safety officials, incidental- 
ly, agree that a 10-minute coffee 
break in the morning and after- 
noon would help. A short.nap 
after lunch would help even 
more. 


Farm implement manufactur- 
ers spend research time and re- 
search money incorporating safe- 
ty features into their machines, 
but Saskatchewan’s Christian 
Smith sighs when he remembers 
the implement dealer who lost 
a sale to a farmer who “wanted 
a tractor that was faster‘on the 
highway than yours”.A tractor 
doing only 15 mph on the road is 
about as safe as @ car at 80 mph. 
Sudden braking of such a heavy 
machine (and, remember, tractor 
brakes operate on each wheel 
independently) can slew” the 
tractor dangerously or roll it 
over.

Smith mentions the “floating 
power-take off” shield now on 
tractors. It’s a safety guard 
which covers the power-take-off, 
a rapidly rotating shaft linked 
directly with the tractor engine. 
When it is on, it effectively pre- 
vents accidents, and it can’t be 


easily removed. But inevitably, - 


some farmers leave it off when 
they make’ repairs. 


Rubber flanges have replaced 
meta! flanges in combine straw 
spreaders to prevent loss of 
hands, arms and lives if farmers 
reach into machinery while it’s 
in gear. “But why was it left in 
gear in the first place?” demands 
Smith, 

Saskatchewan's department of 
agriculture, using hospital insur- 
ance statistics, draws up a yearly 
accident fact book, first of its 
kind in Canada. Its 90 pages 
cover every phase of Saskatche- 
wan's accident picture like a hos- 
pital blanket. 

However, Christian Smith feels 
that legislation, as well as edu- 
cation, should be used to protect 
children of farmers who won't 
allow themselves to be educated, 
He mentions the case of a Sas- 


katchewan farmer whose 5six- 
and.eight-year-old sons were put 
to work’ hauling stone with a 
tractcr, Not only was the older 
boy seriously hurt in an accident 


during the job but police report- 
éd that an abdominal wound the 
chiid had suffered in a tractor 


accident 10 days earlier had 
broken open again. 

Until . education, legislation 
and understanding do begin to 
work in partnership for farm 
safety, Canadian farm families 
can count on a bumper crop of 
death and injury every year. It’s 
the one crop that never falls — 
and the’ one the farmers very
